AMA INFORUATION CALEIDAR--OGTOBER, 1939 


Farn wheat avcresge allotments completed in Ostober, if 
not done before. Work on 1940 wheat plan varticination 
sheet will be in progress. In states where prices ad-~ 
justment vayments have not been completed, they will 
probably be cleaned up during ths month. The loan pro- 
gren will be going on in areas where wheat has been 
hervested and out in-storage. 


Announcenent of a national cotton marketing quota of 
aporozximately 12,000,000 bales for 1940 has been made, 
and there will be a considerable veriod for informa- 
tion work before the referendum 1s held December 9. 
Price adjustment vayments will be moving along and will 
vrobably be completed during October. York is still 
going on in regard to cotton allotments fox 19h0. 


Announcement made Sentember 13 that thers will be no 
referendum on a corn marketing quota leaves the way 
clear for information on other vhases of the corn »vro= 
grem. The harvest season will begin in some areas 
during the month, devending on weather conditions and 
maturity of the corn, Reports on corn resealing are 
coming in. Oorn vrice adjustment vayments will be com- 
pleted. In view of the fact that there will be no 
corn referendum, it is probable that there will te a 
loan on the 1939 corn crop. The announcement of the 
loan will vrobably be made early in Novenber. 


Following a meeting of flue-cured tobacco grovers, 
varehougemen and business men in “ashington, Sentember

on some date between September 30 and October 7. 

Tobacco markets, which were closed by rerehousemen and 
buyers after British buyers withdrew from the market, 
will open after the referendum. An early vote on the 
quota was +commended by the group meeting in Washington. 
In the Burley tobacco sections, county committees are work» 
ing on re-Astration lists of persons eligible to vote in 
a referendum, to be held later in the year. Although 
the Secretery has not proclaimed a quota, the anoarent 
supplies are auch thet it is certain a referendum will 
be held. 


Adjustment of losses will be vractically comleted in 
spring wheat states. Closing dates for accecting crov 
insurance andlications will remain as originally announced;

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TIPS ON COMING EVENTS AND DEViGlocMENTS IN AAA 

The impact of European war on American acriculture has been felt in 
yaricus ways, but Secretary of Agriculture Wallace has urged American 
farmers "to proceed with their production plans as though the outbreak 
in Europe had not occurred." Administrator Evans, in stating that the 
Buropean crisis does not warrant a chanve in the 1940 wheat acroaze 
allotments, accerted that the "safest thing for all farmers te do is 
to stay with the AlA Farm Program." Those statemontaepitomize the 
attitude as to information work. Following is a brief summary of 
Supply conditions as announced after the outbreak of war; The world 
wieat supoly is the largest in history, and this country's carryover 

is estimated at 254 million bushels, as compared with an averaye of 
115 million bushels for the 5 years from 1924 to 1928, The corn carry= 
over of an estimated 470 miliion bushels will make the total 1939-40 
Supply even larger than the 1936-30 supply of 2,900 ,000,000 bushels, 
Large supplies of wheat, corn ari cotton are in the Bver Normal Granary » 
Supplies of meat animals are expected to be larger next year, Combined 
Supplies ef cottonseed oil, lard, and soybean oi] available for hone 
consumption will bs larger this year and in 1940, Continued heavy pro~ 
duction of milk this full is expected, and cold storage butter hol.tings 
are Jc million powids above the 1954-35 average, Supnliecs of rics, 
carmed fruit and fruit juices, canned vegetables » potatoes and beans 
are aiso substantially above normal, 


it >>* boen suggested that in the range areas where drought was preva= 
den. viis surmer, press relcases mivht be prepared shoring the effect 
of drought this year ac compared with the effects of drought in 1954 
and 1926. Reports from some areas indicate that range practices 
assisted ranchers in providing feed for cattle, in contrast to proevie 
ous droughts when they were forced to sell their cattle, Good loss 
experience stories about the beneficial effect of range practices will 
be very effective, Deferred prasziry: practices have been commleted in 
the various areas, and stories about what ranchers have done tiic year 
will now be available locally.

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- PENNSYLVANIA FARMERS USE 
MORE LIME 
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Pennsylvania farmers cooperating in the AAA Farm Program are 


using more lime to build up their soil. Under the 1938 program they. 
put over 660,000 tons of lime on their farms——-about 4 times the 
amount they used in 1936, and more than 150,000 tons than were used 
in the state in 1937, Lime stimulates growth of soil-building legumes 
and grasses, and its application is a practice under the agricultural 
Conservation Program of the AAA, Farmers of
